Cool  Weather 
Seen  at  Summit 
Meet  in  Paris 

PARIS,  May  16  — (UPI)  — 
The  leaders  of  the  world’s  four 
nuclear  powers  gathered  today 
for  a history-making  meeting  at 
the  summit. 

Under  the  Ominous  shadow  of 
a U.S. -Soviet  crisis  over  espion- 
age, President  Eisenhower,  Brit- 
ish Prime  Minister  Harold  Mac- 
millan, French  President  Charles 
De  Gaulle  and  Soviet  Premier 
Nikita  S.  Khrushchev  prepared 
to  set  their  nations  on  a course 
that  could  lead  to  a lasting 
peace — or  increased  internation- 
al tension  and  possibly  war. 

RELIABLE  Western  sources 
said  Eisenhower  was  in  no  mood 
to  take  lying  down  any  tongue- 
lashing  by  the  Soviet  leader,  who 
is  still  simmering  over  the  recent 
U-2  spy  plane  downed  in  Rus- 
sia. ■ 

The  sources  said  Eisenhower 
was  going  into  the  meeting  with- 
alternative  speeches  in  his  pock- 
et— one  a sharp  counter-attack 
with  a complete  rundown  of  So- 
viet espionage  activities  in  rec- ' 
ent  years  to  be  used  if  Khrush- 
ehhev  took  him  to  task  over  the 
U-2. 

THE  SOURCES  said  Eisen- 
hower would  keep  this  speech  in 
his  pocket  if  Khrushchev  played 
it  safe  and  did  not  bring  up  the 
question  of  spy  planes. 

The  conference,  called  origin- 
ally to  discuss  broad  cold  war 
questions  such  as  disarmament, 
Germany  and  Berlin,  and  East- 
West  tensions,  suddenly  became 
completely  overshadowed  by  the 
Russo-American  crisis. 

ITS  EXTENT  was  dramatized 
by  the  fact  that  Eisenhower  and 
Khrushchev  did  not  meet  pri- 
vately before  the  opening  of  the 
conference,  although  each  met 
with  Macmillan  and  DeGaulle 
yesterday. 


Destiny  Fund  Project 
Mokes  Rapid  Progress 

Brigham  Young  University’s  destiny  fund  raising  project 
is  progressing  rapidly  and  is  ahead  of  schedule,  William  Noble 
Waite,  told  a group  Sunday. 

DR.  WAITE,  assistant  to  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson, 
in  charge  of  the  fund  raising  project,  was  given  the  respon- 
sibility of  raising  $4  million  a year  and  a half  ago. 

Some  $2>/2  million  has  already  been  raised,  and  if  the 
program  continues  to  progress  as  rapidly  as  in  the  past,  the 
feoal  will  be  reached  six  to  eight  months  ahead  of  schedule, 
according  to  Dr.  Waite. 

IN  ADDITION  to  the  $4  million  which  was  to  be  raised 
from  flie  well-to-do  members  of  the  Church  of  .lesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  Dr.  Waite  said  that  the  Alumni  Assoc- 
iation was  pledged  to  raise  $1  million. 

Members  of  the  church  in  some  180  stakes  have  been 
or  will  be  contacted  in  the  destiny  fund  project.  Dr.  Waite 
left  Monday  for  a tour  of  stakes  in  Texas,  Louisiana,  Florida 
and  the  Midwest. 

Dr.  Waite  praised  the  generosity  of  members  as  well  as 
non-members  of  the  church  for  their  contributions.  Included 
in  some  of  the  grants  are:  53,000  acres  of  potash  and  oil  land 
in  the  four  corners  area;  a grant  of  $25,000  a year  from  a 
California  savings  stamp  company;  a bequeath  of  $1.5  mil- 
lion from  a non-member  in  California;  and  an  undisclosed 
number  of  shares  of  copper  mine  stock  in  Arizona. 

Dr  Waite  said  that  the  church  has  projected  the  ac- 
quisition of  eight  to  10  sites  for  the  building  of  junior  col- 
leges. In  relation  to  this  was  the  recent  purchase  of  the  vast 
Stetson  Ranch  in  California.
